Financial Overview 


The Foundation had another successful year in 
2007 with net revenues of $305,351 before the 
unrealized loss on the value of the marketable 
securities portfolio. This compares to net 
revenues of $216,542 in 2006. In the first three 
months of 2008 net revenues were $108,650. 


In 2007 new accounting standards required the 
Foundation to record its marketable securities 
at market value rather than cost. This resulted 
in an initial one time adjustment of $1,033,737,

Fund balances as of January Ist, 2007. As a 
result of the declining stock market there were 
unrealized losses of $323,718 and $171,138 

in 2007 and the first three months of 2008 
respectively in the financial statements of the 
Foundation under the new standards. As the 
stock market recovers, these losses will be 
reversed. 


The market value of the securities at March 31, 
2008 was $3,469,231 compared to $3,501,031 at 
December 31, 2007.

Distinguished Scholar Donates Irish Book 
Collection to Canadian Irish Studies at Concordia 


Dr. Ann Saddlemyer is donating her very 
impressive library of Irish scholarly books 
to Concordia’s Centre for Canadian Irish 
Studies. The Ann Saddlemyer Irish Studies 
Collection, consisting of literary and 
critical texts, as well as rare books on Irish 
drama, will form an important research 
resource for students of the Irish literary 
tradition in the twentieth-century. The 
first installment of books has already 
been received by Concordia, with further 
installments to follow. 


Dr. Saddlemyer is the preeminent 
Canadian scholar in Irish Literary Studies 
and is a leading international authority on 
Ireland’s Abbey Theatre and the works of 
Synge, Lady Gregory and Yeats. She has 
also played a central role in the develop- 
ment of contemporary Canadian drama. 
Her list of awards and publications is long 
and varied. In 2000 Concordia University 
conferred an Honorary Degree on Ann 
Saddlemyer, one of several she has received.

To recognize the pioneering role that this 
eminent Canadian scholar has played in 
the field of Irish Literary Studies and to 
acknowledge her generosity to Concordia, 
the Centre for Canadian Irish Studies will 
establish an annual public lecture named 
in her honour, and Professor Saddlemyer 
has graciously agreed to inaugurate this 
lecture series on October 16, 2008.

Following on its creation of the Mathew 
Hamilton Gault Scholarship, the Irish 
Protestant Benevolent Society, under the 
dynamic leadership of Brian Mitchell, 
has increased its support of Canadian 
Irish Studies. The IPBS created a second 
scholarship, and recently approved a 
donation of $5,000 to be added to the 
original amount of $10,000. This 
endowment of $15,000 will fund the 
annual $750 Irish Protestant Benevolent 
Society Scholarship in Canadian Irish 
Studies. 


Meanwhile, 2008 saw the inauguration 

of the Annual Irish Protestant Benevolent 
Society Lecture in Canadian Irish Studies. 
This lecture series was created specifically 


_to address issues related to the Irish

the Irish Diaspora, especially in Montreal 
and Canada. The inaugural lecture by 
distinguished historian, Dr. Kerby Miller 
(University of Missouri), launched 
another new and successful collaboration 
between the Irish Protestant Benevolent 
Society and the Centre for Canadian 
Irish Studies. The Society’s incoming 
President, Mike Nelson, introduced the 
lecture by saying that he looks forward 
to building on the relationship with 
Canadian Irish Studies.

He soon launched Irish America 
magazine and the weekly Irish Voice 
Newspaper (combined circulation of 
350,000). Active in various political 
arenas, including extensive involvement 
in the negotiations leading to the Good 
Friday Agreement, he was awarded an 
Honorary Doctorate by his alma mater, 
University College Dublin in 2004, and 
in January 2008 was appointed an Adjunct 
Professor at Columbia University Graduate 
School of Journalism.
